3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the limitations 
reciting a coring tool comprising combination of a hand held stirrer as claimed and a two 
phase cutter as claimed having a skin piercing blade as claimed in combination with 
other limitations set forth in claims 1 and 7 are not anticipated or made obvious by the 
cited prior art. For example, Altman shows a food processing apparatus having coring 
knives and a pointed tip. Farha shows an apparatus for hollowing out an article having 
oval shaped cutting portion. Bringham shows a knife having a tapering end. Herrera 
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shows a coring device having a skin piercing blade. However, Altman, Farha, 
Bringham, and Herrera, singly or in combination, do not show a coring tool comprising 
combination of the hand held stirrer as claimed and the two phase cutter as claimed 
having the skin piercing blade as claimed.
